Coumilinen Georg© Hin&dale, J

Schaeffer and C. A. Troupe, members 
(if a special committee on salaries of 
city employes, met 
Friday 
evening, 
and will be prepared lo report to the 
council next Tuesday evening the re 
suit of their delitierations. which will 
probably result in an ordinance fixing 
the salaries and wages of all city em­ 
ployes whose rem uneration is not no a 
thus ©stablih&ed. 
The law provides
